The tentative library program of studies introduced in the Sum- 
mer Session of 1929 «t the Catholic University of Americ:, Washington, 
D.C., has met with enthusiastic aporoval. For those who cre intcrested 
in school libr-ry scicnce it may be of some service to know that cat 
the Catholic University Summer Session 1931, x prectice library will 
be instclled. 


The purpose of this novel factor in libra-y worl: is to afford 
the te-cher-librarian of ovr Catholic schools an on>dortunity of m-king 
practical snvlication of the theory th-t one lezrns to do by doing. 
A library ststion, open to the children of Brooltlend, vill be conduc- 
ted during the Summer Session in collabor=-tion with the Public Libr-ry. j 
It will be administered under direction bv stucents training for 
school librericnshin. 


Cert in fundementel processes will be manved out so rctucl 
contact will be meade between the librarinn and the borrower. Such ex- eS 
periences are designed to give our Sisters a working knowlecee of li- 
brary service. Sever. 1 peculiar circumstances combine to make sveciali 
zation in children's books necescary for school librarians.

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LIBRARY “ORK AT CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY -continued- 


First, there are the children. Problems of child psychology and 
education arise, calling for certain quelifications on the part of the 
teacher-librarian. 


Second, there is the material. Only a very small collection of 
books will be at the disposal of the school. It is of great importance 
that the librarian know something about the standards of good child 
literature, that she be familiar with her collection and that she heve 
well founded principles upon which to make her book selection. 


Third, there is the system by which she administers her service. 
Details of organization and routine are very much simpler than those 
of a large oublic librzery. Her collection is small. Her "public" (the 
children) is uniform. An elaborate loan system would be a waste of 
time and energy. 


Then there is the school situation. The school librerian in veri- 
ous communities must have an understanding of her special problem: 
race, nationality, social level, all call for the application of def- 
inite ideas in keeping with the newer trends in education. It is hoved 
that these reflections may held. to clarify and to modify the theories 
which to the beginner may seem forbidding. Our aim at the Summer Ses- 
sion shall be to lay svecial stress on field work, and local situations, 
while siving the Sisters an opportunity to accuire a knowledge of gen- 
eral vrincinvles.

One concrete recommendetion was made in the 
form of a resolutioi to submit to the Catholic Philosophical Associa- 
tion, then in session at Loyola University the list of books in phil- 
osophy, asking for their co-oneration in including titles from the 
Catholic standpoint. This idea was immediately carried out, and the 
association will help in this undertaking. Interesting reviews of worth- 
while non-fiction followed,‘ and the meeting adjourned to have luncheon 
in the Loyola University Cafeteria, meeting there some of the delegates 
to the Catholic Philosophical Convention.
